Mrs. Esther McCabe, the woman 
who took 15 grains of strychnine at 
the Crescent hotel Friday^ evening 
with suicidal 
intent, accomplished 
her purpose and after the phj’sicians 
had worked over her four hours her 
case became hopeless and she passed 
away about G o’clock Saturday morn­ 
ing, never having regained con­ 
sciousness. 


Her 
identity 
was 
established 
through her 
ring, .the Springfield 
pajjers being the channel through 
which her relatives learned of her 
death.

solicitation 
of 
her 
,nrotiier-in-law, Mrs. Test, and 
la^r 
s5sl('er, Mrs. Schultz, Mr. W. 
N. 
Hriiddock, of 
Sprinjj; field, came to 
this city on tlie mornii.g train and 
idi'ntified the 
remains as those of 
Mrs. Estlier .McCabe, of Springfield. 


The friends of the deceased wijre 
(ixpected on the 1:43 afternoon train, 
but latter-^ Coroner Reynolds, who 
took charge 
of 
the 
body 
after 
death had ensu(;d, 
received 
from 
Mrs. Jennie Schultz, a sister, a tele­ 
gram asking 
that they ix; sent to 
Springfiehl in care of Undertaker 
Charles Bisdi and they 'were for- 
wardeil on the 8:54 Wabash train.“ 
(Coroner Reynolds summoned the 
following juroj’S w'ho met in the cir­ 
cuit court room at 2 p. m. and held 
the inquest: 
W. I). Mathers, fore­ 
man; J. K. Juong, clerk; Charles II. 
WoodS; Janies Stout, Frank English 
and James Morrison. The first wit­ 
ness examined was Edwin J. Sanders, 
drug clerk in the Williamson drug 
store, who testified substantially as 
follows: “On Thursday morning be­ 
tween 11 and 12 o’clock a lady whom 
1 identified to <lay as being the same 
as is at Anderson’s undertaking es- 
tablislinumt, came into the store and 
bought half ounce of arsenic of me, 
saying she wanted it to kill 
some 
cats. I sold it to lier and as is the 
custom when any poison is sold reg­ 
istered the sale, she giving me her 
n'aine as Mrs. Halliday She said her 
neighbors cats came in at her win­ 
dow whenever she left them 
open 
and she wantcKl to get rid of them. 
The next day (F^riday) about 0 or 
10 o’clock the same lady came in the 
store and said the arsenic did not 
kill th(? cats, but simply made tliem 
sick, and asked for nonie strychnine 
and I sold her 15 grains. I under­ 
stand the same woman came in the 
store Thursday evening and bought 
some inorphinii tablets from Mr. 
(Irassley, another clerk in the store. 
She v/as a nice appearing lady and 
there was nothing her manner <tr 
appearance that indicated that she 
wanted the articles for any other 
purpose than v/hat she had named..” 


The next witness examined was W^. 
N. Braddock, of Springfield, wdio 
came here at the request of friends 
of the deceased to identify her bmly. 
He stated that he was an ex-police- 
man of pringfield and that the body 
he saw at the Anderson undertaking 
rooms he w'ould identify as the body 
of Mrs. Father McCabe. 
Recently 
she had lived in Springfield, but un­ 
til tlie last few months she had re­ 
sided in Spokane 
Falls w’ith her 
husband to whom she had been mar­ 
ried seven years or more. He stated 
that he had 
known 
the deceased 
from childhood and that their fami­ 
lies had lived as neighbors to one 
another. 
He last saw the deceased 
Sept. T when he passed her on the 
street in Springfield. 
She came 
back a few years ago from Spokane 
on a visit and J understand she re­ 
turned a few months ago «to live 
with her sister, !Mrs. JcTnnie Schultz. 
She has a brother in Springfield by 
the name of James W'arner, a mail 
carrier. 
I don^t think her mother 
is living. 
The deceased had 
been 
working for a wdiile at the Watch 
factory. Understood she quit w'ork 
last Saturday and told the foreman 
she was going to liast St. Louis to 
visit her brother. 
I came here at 
ihe request of the mother-in-law of 
the deceased to see if I conld iden­ 
tify her, having read the account of 
her suicidal 
intent in one of the 
Springfield papers. 


The other 
witnesses examined 
were Drs. Herbert Potts and Allen 
King, who testified that they were 
called in the case by the proprietor 
of the Crescent and the other facts 
testified 
to 
were substantially as 
reported in Saturday’s Journal. 


Mi. A. C. Babenhausen also testi­ 
fied before the juiy regarding the 
woman registering at the Crescent 
Tuesday and his testimony was in ac­ 
cordance with tliG facts as published. 


The verdict of the jury was that 
the deceased camo to her death by 
stryclmine poisoning administered 
by her own hand.
